Tke Ritualistic Sermon 

The Ritualistic sermon of the Yon. 
Archdoacon Iteece on Thursday night, 
lias been the thomo of general com- 
ment over since, and in the extract 
published yesterday in Tin: Colo.ni/.t 
we cannot see that the reverend gen- 
tleman has removed the first impres- 
sion that prevailed as to the aim and 
tondency of his discourse. The merits 
or demerits of tho Ritualistic contro- 
versy—which has agitated the English 
Church for some years — we do not 
propose to discuss. High Church or 
Low Church— Narrow Gauge or Broad 
Gaugo views or doctfines — so long 
as they tend in tho one direction, viz: 
the saving of tho soul — should have 
but one significance in tho eyes of tho 
Christian world. It should matter 
not whether tho Communicant believes, 
when ho partakes of tho Sacramental 
bread and wine, that lie is eating the 
real flesh and drinking tho actual 
blood of his Saviour; or whether lie 
believes that Christ is present therein 
only in spirit instead of in fact. These 
are matters entirely between the Com- 
municant's conscience and his God. 
So, too, with respect to tho genuflexions, 
the choral service, the raising to the 
Eucharist, tho bowing of the East, 
etc., which Ritualism imposes. These 
are all matters of dactrinal belief, 
which may bo safely practiced by those 
who attach importance to thom; but 
while tho Yon. Archdeacon's views and 
mode of worship may meet with favor 
at Cowichan, it has been shown in a 
very marked manner that they are 
very unpalatable to tho congregation 
of Christ Church. While, therefore, 
as we have said, the manner in which 
a worshipper may believe it is incum- 
bent upon him to draw near to his 
Maker, is a point of conscientious be- 
lief for him, and for him alone, we 
cannot but regard tho sermon of the 
Archdeacon — when delivered before a 
congregation notoriously hostile to tho 
sentiments as expressed by him— as 
indiscreet and in very bad taste. The 
publication of the extract from the ser- 
mon, too, impales Mr. Rcocc upon 
the horns of the Ritualistic Altar, 
from which there is no retreat. We 
admire pluck — and Mr. Recce lias 
shown that he possesses that quality 
to a pre-eminent degree; but there are 
times when " discretion is tho better 
part of valor." And when the choice 
lies between the weakening of a good 
cause by a Quixotic display of bravery, 
or the strengthening of it by tho ob- 
servance of that "silence" which is 
said to bo " golden," wo should cer- 
tainly choose the latter course. 



Dominion Mail Summary 

A Montreal despatch of the 19th says: 
Great preparations are being made for 
the unveiling of the Queen's Statue mi 
Thursday by tho Governor-General. 
His Excolloncy will arrive here about 
9.30 o'clock, and will immediately 
proceed to the residence of Hugh Allan, 
whose guest he will bo during his stay 
in this city. 

The quanitity of lumber shipped this 
season from the upper Ottawa mills is 
stated at 22,7.50,000 feet, 

Montreal , Nov. 10. — Last night the 
city detectives arrested six young 
wonion, all accused of stealing boots. 
It appeared from tho evidence of the 
detectives and the mothers of some of 
tho girls, that tho prisoners belong to 
a dancing club which they are in the 
habit of frequenting, and it was to get 
money for this that they stole boots and 
afterwards pawned them. On search 
ing the homos of tho prisoners a large" 
quantity of boots were found in their 
possession which have been indentified. 
The prisoners all pleaded guilty this 
morning. All were well dressed, and 
belong to respectable families. 

Tho Privy Council has ordered a 
portrait of Mr. W. H. Loo, who was 
jor many years clerk of the Executive 
Council of the lato Province of ( lanada, 
and first clerk of the Privy Council 
under confederation, to bo executed and 
placed in tho Council Chamber . 

Tho Auditor-Gonerahs statement 
bIiows that tho amount of Dominion 
and Provincial notes in circulation is 
$11,068,802 62, against which spocio is 
held amounting to f 2/102, 511 L| ; de- 
bentures . $7,200,000, and certificates of 
deposit, $1,406,288 39. 

Besides many appointments in the 
Militia General Orders, is the announce- 
ment that tho several schools in military 
instruction at Toronto, Kingston, Mon- 
treal, Quebec, Predericton and Halifax, 
will lio re-opencd on the first of De- 
cember next for six months. Tho pro- 
visional battalion, now serving in 
Manitoba, horetoforo clothed as rifles, 
will in future be clothed and equipped 
as infantry of the lino. 

In tho Quebec Legislature on the 
19th in introducing tho new oloction 
bill, 

Mu. OhauvbaTJ said tho proposed bill 
resembled in most of its loading fea- 
tures the existing election law of tho 
Dominion, moro particularly that por- 
tion of it relating to the subdivision of 



municipalities so as to facilitate the 
voting. It provided also that tho elec- 
tions throughout tho Provinco should 
take placo on the same day. The 
disqalificatibh of voters in tho same as 
thoDominion law.hut all district magis- 
trates are added. Tho qualifications of 
members would bo reduced from five 
hundred pounds sterling to two thou- 
sand dollars currency. 

Mu. Chauveau, hi reply to Mr. David, 
said it was not the intention of the 
G overmnont to introduce a bill this 
session rendering the salaries of public 
officers liablo to seizuro, but they in- 
tended to dismiss any public oilicer who 
should got scandalously into debt, or 
act unfairly towards his creditors, by 
taking undue advantage of tho law. 

In reply to Mr. Gerren, asking for re- 
turns of sales of tinibar licenses, Mr Clian- 
veau had no objection to tho information 
asked for, but this -was not tho time for 
the discussion of tho question raised. Ho 
pointed out that there was no analogy be- 
tween tho recent Ontario and Quebec 
limit sales. "The former wore on tho route 
of tho Pacific Railway, possessing fine 
timber, while much of our timber lands 
wera north of tho block granted to tho 
North Shore Railway Company com- 
prising light soil and inferior and smaller 
timber.

The New Westminster Court 
House. 

There is scarcely a contractor in tlio 
oity who does not complain of the manner 
in -which the contract for building thoNow 
Westminster Court House was givon out. 
It appears that a tender signed "J. Tar- 
ter" was the lowest, and Mr. John Parker 
of Motchosin, was notiiiod, (under the im- 
pression that ho was the Parkor, )tkat the 
job was his. Mr. John Parkor declined 
on the ground that ho had not bid, and 
a aearch rovoaled the fact that there was 
no other J. Parker in cxistenco in tho 
Provinco. Tho next lowest bid was 
signed by a porson purporting to bo nam- 
ed Dean. A search resulted in tho dis- 
covery that Dean, liko "J. Parker," was a 
myth. Tho next lowost biddor was Mr. 
Malcolm Munro, and ho got tho contract. 
Who woro tho parties represented by tho 
names "Parkor" and "Dean" has not 
transpired, but that tho namos wero used 
for tho purposo of porpatratiug a piece 
of rascality — in whoso interest wo are not 
quite clour — is evident. Then, again, the 
manner in which the tenders wero treated 
after delivory was extraordinary, to say 
tho least. Obedient to the advertisement, 
tho tenders woro all in on tho twenty- 
eighth Novcmbor, yet tho decision was 
not annouueed or tho award finally made 
until tho 3rd of December ! Tho bogus 
tenders, of course, caused some delay ; 
but not sufficient to account for the lapno 
of Bix days. Tho old Island Government 
usodte make every tenderer furnish with 
his bid security that he would fulfil tho 
contract if awarded it. Failing such se- 
curity his bid went into tho wasto-papcr 
basket. Under tho present system— which 
is really no system — the instance wo havo 
quotod shows plainly enough that there 
is room for the practicq, of knavery of tho 
most unscrupulous kind, and it was clear- 
ly tho duty of the Chief Commissioner, 
upon discovering tho bogns tenders— to 
have investigated tho matter. As tho case 
stands tho House will probably havo 
something to say about it.

Peaob within Her Borders. — For more 
than 220 years England has not seen hos- 
tile encampments on her shores. With 
the exception of tho outbreaks in 1715 and 
-•.17-15, which woro certainly local, peace 
:' nas prevailed within her borders while al- 
\ most every nation on tho Continents 
of Europe, America and Asia has had its 
territories devastated by bloody and con- 
tinuous wars. 

Barnard's Expbess, carrying H. M. 
Mails, will leave Victoria on Wednesday 
moaning for Cariboo, and will close on 
Tuesday evening. The Express and Mail 
will lcavo every alternate Wednesday 
hereafter during tho winter months. A

CnnisT Church Cathedral. — Services 
will bo hold at 11 a. in. and at3 and 7 p.

Ritualism. 

Editor Colonist.- Noticing that your 
colunins are open for comment upon tho 
Ritualism advocated for tho Church of 
England as tho means for spiritual rovi- 
val, I cravo permission to luako a fow re- 
marks upou the subject. As to what 
might bo tho opinion of tho Venorablo 
Archdeacon Rooco upon this subjoct I let 
pass, but I vonture to say that as a means 
for vivifying the Church of England and 
stimulating her into new life, a moro un- 
popular proposition or one moro calcula- 
ted to stifle out tho dormant energies of 
that Church could not possibly bo thought 
of. The general community recognize in 
tho advocacy of Ritualism another ob- 
jectionablo feature of tho assumption of 
superiority of tho clergy over tho laity, 
arising from tho dogma of Apostolic suc- 
cession — which places tho clergy aloof 
from tho laity — hedges them round with 
a sort of unapproachablo sanctity, and 
interferes with that Christian sympathy 
which ought to bo fol't between pastor and 
congrogation. 

Tho Church of England is now on hor 
trial. No Church lias over had such 
splendid opportunities for nsofulnoss. 
wealth, learning and position havo boon 
at command. With such privileges in 
possession rightly directed she might 
have so endeared herself to tho world as 
to bo almost idolized. As to whether she 
has fulfilled hor mission, I leave that an 
open question. If instead of directing at- 
tention to closor observation of forms and 
ceremonies tho Rev. Recce had taken his 
text from that portion of Scripture, "I 
wassickaud ye visited me," Ac, which con- 
tains the essonce of Christian duty, he 
would havo touched a chord that would 
havo been responded to; but this talk 
about Ritualism is merely an affair of "dry 
bones," and to expect good from such 
means, is the remedy of tin; quack, rather 
than that of tho accomplished physician.

Setting its reporters on the track of 
the authors of these advertisements, 
the Albany " Sunday Press" discovered 
them to bo poor clerks, "who, afte.i 
their days toil is ended, devote half 
tho night to attending to this sort of 
correspondence, forwarding photogra- 
phic likenesses of everybody but them- 
selves — sometimes dozens of one per- 
son, hut to different sections of the 
country — and putting up packages of 
powdered sugar and chalk." Tho oc- 
cupation, though arduous, is profitable. 
From 100 to 200 lettors, containing 25 
or 50 cents each, are nightly received 
and opened. At this rate tho receipts 
average at least fifty dollars per day. 

Marriages in Abyssinia. — In Abyssinia 
whero civil marriages have almost super- 
seded tho solemn unions of the church, 
scarcely ono in a hundred will have ro- 
courso to a religious ceremony to cement 
indtssoluhly tho bond betweon bride and 
bridegroom. A certain agreement, by 
which tho husband binds himself to pay n 
stipulated number of cows and shamna 
(dresses) to hiswifo, is all that is required 
in that country; and then they may per- 
haps, become attached to each other and 
live peaceably in this everohanging world; 
or, as not unfrequontly happens, they 
may become disgusted with one another 
after tho lapse of somo works, or months, 
and soparato. During the period that 
King Theodorus remained in tho altered 
mood which ho had chosen, or had been 
by good counsel to follow, many of tho 
chieftains, in order to please their mas- 
tor, sought tho church sacrament to con- 
firm, after the example of his Majesty, 
their matrimonial vow.

Among 
the persons who sent letters of regrot at 
their inability to attend wero Secretaries 
Fish and Boutwell, Vice-President Colfax, 
tho Japanese Minister and President 
Grant, At tho timo the rocoption was 
proposed the President was very anxious 
about it, but yesterday ho said, "I had 
better go to Washington now. I came 
hero really to attend Mr. Greeley's funeral; 
[ dont want any misapprehension about 
it. If I stay horo-to Mr. Washbure's re- 
ception it might lie misinterpreted." 

A Florida lotter reports tho fatal 
shooting at Alisvillo of Leonard James,, 
(colored,) Jamos Black and his clerk and 
cousin, John Blair, by two despiypauoea 
named Willgo and Oarrall. 

A Detroit dispatch gives accounts of 
numerous disasters on thenortliarn lakes. 
Sail vessels and propellers wore caught 
in a fearful storm and frozen in. Many 
vesseb wero also lost and it is feared there 
is a heavy loss of lifo. 

riTTSiu iio, Doc. 5 —At a mooting of tho 
Western Iron Association, yesterday, the 
price of iron was roducod $10 per ton, and 
the price of nails 50 cents per keg. Tho 
recent decline in the price of pig metal 
accounts for the reduction. 

New York, Doc. 5 — The Great Western 
has arrived from Bristol with ono of her 
wheels broken, bulwarks stove in, and 
other damages caused by a gale. 

Tho steamship Cambria, which left this 
port Oct. 18th, with 62,000 bushels of cere- 
als for Quoenstown, has not boon heard 
from since. It is presumed sho has foun- 
dored. 

Washinotok, Doc. 9 — In tho House, 
Dawes, from tho Committee on Ways^and 
Means, reported a Bill abolishing tho 
offices of Assessors and Assistant Asses- 
sors of Internal Revenue, and transferring 
the duties to tho Collectors. 

Duko, of Virginia, gave notice of an 
amendment to abolish tho whole Internal 
Bovenuo system. Dawes moved tho pre- 
vious question and under its operation the 
amendments wero agreed to, fixing the 
time of the Bill to go into operation on 
ths 1st of July, 1K7:5, requiring Collectors 
to givo additional bonds for their now 
duties and tho bill then passed. 

Washington, Dec, 7 — Judge McArthur 
of the Criminal Court reversed tho doci- 
sion recently givon against the keeper of 
a restaurant for his refusal to ontertain 
colored men. Ho holds that the proprie- 
tor of tho restaurant is tho propor judge 
of who ho rceeivos in his houso. 

Canada 

Halifax, Dec. 7 — Thestm'p Queen from 
Liverpool for New York, has put in here 
short of coal with sickness on board. She 
anchored off Quarantine. 

Europe 

London, Dec. 5— The gas works of 
Newport exploded last night wounding 
sovoral persons. 

Tho Hteamship Maine spoke the City of 
Bristol from New York on tho .30th. The 
City of Bristol at the timo was lying to 
without steam but required no assistance. 

A Paris letter gives tho report of an in- 
terview with Gambetta just boforo the re- 
assembling of tho National Assembly. It 
represents him as being a supporter of 
the Conservatives and President Thiers. 
Under the present condition of things 
they recognize the ability of the Execu-- 
tivo and ara willing to givo Franco tho 
benefitof it. though they do not assent to 
all his views. 

Paris, Dec. <! — The Committee of 80 
had a meeting to-day and organized by the 
election of Baron do Lacy as President, 
and Iffart Pasqner, as Vico President, and 
Lofavro Peortates and Pausman Villan- 
whas, Secretaries. They then adjourned 
till Monday. 

An official reception was given at the 
Executive residence last night. It was 
numerously attended. Thiers conversed 
freely with his friends on the political 
crisis. He intimated that the partial re- 
uowal of tho Assembly seemed impossible 
and declared that ho was delighted was to 
the policy announced in his message. 

British. Columbia 

Barkmiville, Dec. 7— From the Senti- 
nel of to-day we learn the following: 

William Creek— Tho Forest Rose, Bal- 
larat and McPhcarson Go's havo washed 
up their ground with very good results. 

Lowhee Creek.— Tho Black Bull Co. 
aro rocking under ground with fair buc- 
cess considering difficulties under which 
they labor. The Victoria and Brown Go's 
aro making good wagos, the latter rock- 
ing. The Caloveras aro driving ahead 
with their drain.

From Fiji. 

From tho '•Southern Cross," of the 
2nd Oct., wo havo information from 
Fiji to tho latter part ot August. H. 
M. H. Cossoek returned to Levuka on 
tho Gth of August, after a cruiso of 
eight weeks among tho Fiji, Navigator 
and Samoan Islands. Two vessels havo 
been seized as engaged in kidnapping, 
neither of them having any Registers 
or other papers on board. Great com- 
plaint is made on account of tho scar- 
city of provisions. Notwithstanding 
warning had been given that the war 
ships would visit Levuka, tho stores 
remained entirely empty of provisions. 
An ordinary dark and moist quality 
of sugar had changed hands at 2s. 6d. 
(62 cents,) per pound. Tho p.iieo was 
paid in coin, Government securities not 
being recognised in tho transaction. 
Potatoes, onions, tea and sugar aro 
only to bo obtained at any price, occasion- 
ly, and tho utter absence of flour and 
biscuit compels the inhabitants to live on 
the same food as tho planters, namely, 
yams. It looks as though there was but 
very little energy or speculation in tho 
traders in that locality. Hostilities on tho 
Ba Coast seem to have been suspended, 
though both parties (tho hill natives and 
tho troops of the Fijian Government,) aro 
very watchful. Supplies and more troops 
aro asked for from the Government, It is 
said that great disturbances aro impend- 
ing amongst the natives of Viti Lovu. At 
Rowa, a cotton planter named Storck ar- 
rested a native and confined him for a 
small theft. The people of the village to 
which ho belonged demanded his reloase, 
Being intimidated, Mr. Storck gave up 
the man. But a few days after, having 
procured the assistance of between twenty 
and thirty foreigners armed with rifles, 
the native town was attacked, sovoral 
natives killed and wounded, and tho 
houses burned down. Wo should judge 
that until things arc- a little more settled 
there, Fiji is a first class country to — keep 
away from. 

Mother Eve's Servant Girl. 

"Can any ono tell why, when Eve was 
manufactured from one of Adam's ribs, a 
hired girl wasn't made at tho samo timo 
to wait on her-?" 

Because Adam never came whining 
to Eve with ragged stockings to bo 
darned, a collar-string to bo sewed on, 
or glove to lie mended "right away, 
quick now!" Because he never read the 
newspaper until tho sun goes down 
behind the palm trees, and then stretch- 
ing himself, yawned, out. "Ain't sup- 
per most ready, my dear?" Not ho. Ho 
made the fire, and hung over tho tea- 
kettle himself, we'll venture, and pull- 
ed the radishes, peeled tho banannas, 
and did every thing else that he'd ought 
to. He milked the cow, fed chickens, 
and looked after the pigs himself. Ho 
never brought home half a dozen 
friends to dinner, when Eve hadn't 
any fresh pomegranates, and the man- 
go season was over. He never stayed 
out until 11 o'clock to a "ward meet- 
ing" hurrahing for an out-and-out 
candidate, and then scolded because 
poor dear Eve was sitting up ami cry- 
ing inside tho gates, He never played 
billiards or drove fast horses, nor 
choked Eve with cigar smoke. He 
never loafed around corner groceries 
whilo solitary Eve was rocking little 
Cain's cradle at home. In short, he 
didn't think sho was specially created 
for the purpose of waiting on him, and 
wasn't under the impression that it dis- 
graced a man to lighten his wife's cares 
a little. 

That's the reason that Eve did not 
need a lured girl, and wo wish it was 
tho reason that none of her fair des- 
cendants did. 

Authenticated Longevity. — A most 
remarkable case of longevity is fur- 
nished us by a correspondent in Glen- 
garry. The case in question is that of 
a woman named Ann Campbell, who 
died in Kenyon, County of Glengarry, 
on the 18th ult,at the patriarchal age of 
130 years. She was born in Scotland 
in tho parish of Brakadale in Skye 
in 1 1 10 year 1742, not long before tho 
defeat of Prince Charles Stuart and 
his army on the famous field of Cullo- 
den Moor. When sho was thirty 
years of age she engaged as chief 
dairy-maid with John Murray, Esq., 
Grishornish, and remained in that 
family for a period of fifty years, 
W hen her services were no longer re- 
quired by Captain D. Murray, who suc- 
ceeded his father to tho estate of Grish- 
ornish she left, the Murray family and 
engaged with Mr. Nicholson, Ardmore, 
in tho same employment, and continued 
in his family for the following seven 
years. Sho was then in tho eighty - 
soventh year of her ago, but was very 
active and lively. At this advanced 
ago she emigrated to Canada, where 
she passed the remaining forty-three 
years of her life. Our correspondent 
relates that of Into years she become 
the wonder of tho section of country 
iu which she lived. As might naturally 
be expected, sho was constantly visited 
by tho curiously disposed of her adopted 
country, as well as from the neighbour- 
ing Bopublic. He also asserts that 
she was never sick until hor death; 
never tasted medicine of any kind; was 
quite active and lively till within two 
days of hor decease. Sho was in the 
full possession of hor faculties to the 
last. In proof of hor activity he states 
that sho milked t welve cows every day 
last summer. Her illness at tho timo 
of her death was short, and seemingly 
without pain. Her speech left her 
only twenty-four hours boforo death. 
She died without a struggle. It would 
appear difficult to find a parallel ease. — 
"Toronto Globe."

Fuel in Russia. 

"Whilo alarm is felt in England, 
Franco and Germany, lost there 
should be a failure of fuel through tho 
exhaustion of tho coal beds of Europe 
a similar fear begins to prevail in 
Russia, which depends almost wholly 
upon w;ood, The rapidity with which 
the forests aro being eleaied in some 
of the Provinces threaten a severe and 
not very distant scarcity of the indes- 
pensiblo material. Some of the papers 
propose to substitute coal for wood in 
the production of steam, and blame 
tliG railways for using the former when 
they might employ a mineral combus- 
tible. Tho "Exchange Gazette" late- 
ly printed a series of articles on tho 
subject. According to tlieso the cost 
of wood for building and heating oper- 
ations on tho banks of the Volga 
has advanced almost one hundred per 
cent. Tho same quantity that brought 
from four to five hundred roubles in 
186S, is now worth from eight to 
nine thousand. Experiments in the 
neighborhood of the Volga in 18G3 in 
search for coal gave no result. But 
other mineral combustibles havo been 
found in some quarters near Lho same 
river. There is a quarry in the Pro- 
vince of Samara which supplies a com- 
bustible schist containing a large a- 
mount of inflamable gas. The compul- 
sory use of this substitute for wood 
is advocated. Meanwhile, a meeting 
of proprietors and solviculturists has 
been called at Moscow, and it is ex 
peeled that stringent rules will lie a- 
dopted by them to regrlate and moder- 
ate the felling of wood for railways, 
distilleries and sugar manufactories, 
which aro at present consuming at a 
rate that heralds speedy exhaustion.
